Washington, Oct. 17.— Information has 
reached the war department that u high 
official of the Spanish army very recent- 
ly made the statement that had the 
Spaniards been aware of the condition 
of the American army, its inability to 
withstand, the hardships of a campaign, 
its lack of medical and other supplies 
and general inefficiency, ns told in the 
American papers, the Spaniards would 
not have given up, but would have con- 
tinued fighting for a long time to come, 
fully believing that they would have 
been able to prevent the capture of Cuba 
by American arms. This statement is 
known to have been made to the Am- 
erican officers now in Cuba and causes 
some uneasiness in official circles ns it 
may mean that the Spaniards are not 
ready to yield the island under the terms 
of the protocol. 

It is believed by officials in Washing- 
Ion that bud it not been for th<» outcry 
regarding the army and the conduct of 
the war there never would have been 
any question raised by the Spanish peace 
commissioners regarding the Cuban debt. 
It is pointed out. that under the protocol 
the sole question left for the eomniisv 
sioners wus the settlement of the Phil- 
ippines, and that nothing was said about 
the Cuban debt or any other Cuban 
question by those who are in a position 
to know. Tt is asserted that the Madrid 
government was aware when it asked 
for peace and when negotiations were 
opened that it was useless to ask that 
the Cuban debt be taken into consider- 
ation by any commission atid that it is 
only since the reports of the bad con- 
dition of the United States army have 
reached Madrid that the question has 
been raised. 

Another matter that caused grave con- 
sideration in the war department 
is the temper of the Spani- 
ards in Cuba and the fear 
that the impression which now prevails 
there way lead them to regard the Am- 
erican troops of not much account, and 
act accordingly after the occupancy by 
the United States. The matter ' has 
been discussed in the war department 
and it is probable that when the troops 
are sent to Cuba there will be a force 
of such size and character as to give 
the islanders a different impression of 
United States soldiers than they now en- 
tertain. 

"The impression among the Spaniards 
in Cuba,'' said an officer in a position 
to know what is going on, "is that the 
American soldiers are weak and puny, 
incapable of withstanding hardships and 
whom it will be an easy matter to van- 
quish. This feeling may make it. dilll- 
etllt for the Americans' at first. This 
impression is clue to the charges that 
have been made against the war depart- 
ment with such virulence and insistence 
during the past few months." 

THE POINT AT ISSUE. 
Paris, Oct. 17. — The peace commission 
will meet again on Wednesday next. 
During to-day's session the commission- 
ers were occupied with the Spanish pre- 
sentation of Tuesday last, and the Am- 
erican answer submitted on Friday, re- 
lating to Cuba and the debt of that is- 
land. The examination of the Ameri- 
can witnesses 011 the subject, was not 
concluded to-day, and will he concluded 
at the next jointure, when the Spaniards 
will doubtless reply in writing, the t-on- 
cltislon of the subject soon following. 

The Interchanges regarding Cuba are 
so far advanced that the Spaniards will 
not fail to understand the United States' 
determination not to assume part or the 
whole of the so-called Cuban debt of 
four hundred million, It should not, 
however, he understood that the Ameri- 
cans during the course of the contro- 
versy have been unmindful of certain

THE YUKON DEPOSITS. 

Dr. Nordenskjold, professor of miner- 
alogy nt Upsaln University, has return- 
ed from the Yukon goldfields where he 
has been to report for the Swedish gov- 
ernment on the formation of the coun- 
try, its richness and future outlook. He- 
says the Yukon country is very rich and 
will be productive for a long time to 
come. "I have a very large colleetion- 
of minerals for my government. T dis- 
agree with, all those mineralogists before- 
me. I claim that huge deposits of quartz 
have or will be found that are respons- 
ible for the vast, areas of auriferousi 
gravel. The gold at present found 
comes undoubtedly from the old river 
beds, but. they are very different from 
the Arctic rivers on the other side of 
the world. The field must be limited. 
The quartz will he low grade and found 
noarbv. The gold has not been carried' 
bv glaciers. There will be no other 
Klondike in the Yukon. The Stewn-rt 
rlver district is slate, consequently dis- 
appointing for gold. Tine creek is not 
rich. I have investigated the entire 
country. The rich auriferous gravel is. 
in a comparatively small area." 

A. L. POUDRIER SUICIDES. 

The body of A. U. Poudrier has beeiv- 
found in the woods of Queen Charlotte 
Sound with n revolver clutched in his 
right hand, evidently a case of suicide.

A FAMILY MURDERED. 



Galiciau Farmer in Manitoba and 
His Four Children Found 
Jlacked to Pieces. 



Horrible Discovery 11 ado by 
Visiting Neijrhbor-Tue Mur- 
derer Unknown.

Winnipeg, Oct. 17.— A terrible tragedy 
is reported from the Gulicun settlement 
at Stuarfburn. It appear that a neigh- 
boring fanner, also a Galiciau, went on 
Saturday to tbe house of one Wasy) 
Bocebko about two o'clock in the after- 
noon, and getting no reply to bis knocks 
upon tbe door, opened it and went in. 

He met the horrifying sight of the 
dead bodies of Bocebko and bis four 
children, bucked and bruised in a fright- 
ful manner. The floor and walls were 
spattered with blood, looking like those 
of a slaughter house. 

Suspicion at first rested upon tbe wife 
and mother of the victims, but it is now 
believed that the crime was committed 
by other parties. 

Bocbeko was about 40 years old. The 
four dead children are two boys and two 
girls, ranging from three to ten years. 

Detectives and other officials from the 
city have gone to the scene of the trag- 
edy and an inquest was hald to-day, 

THE CHURCH PARLIAMENT. 

Bishops Veto Amendment to Divorce 
Rules— Step in Direction of Union. 

Washington, Oct. IT.— The Anglican 
house of bishops in secret session by a 
vote of 31 to 24 rejected the proposi- 
tions bearing on the subject of the mar- 
riage of divorced persons designed to 
take the place of those now in exist- 
ence. The present canons on that sub- 
ject therefore remain in force. 

In the house of deputies, after a do- 
bate which has continued for several 
days a step in tbe direction of church 
unity was taken. The discussion of this 
subject arose on an amendment to the 
constitution by tbe Rev. Dr. Hunting- 
ton, of New York. While agreeing with 
tbe principle of this the deputies finally 
decided to adopt a brief amendment of- 
fered by Mr, Funde, of Minneapolis, as 
follows: 

"But provision may be made by canon 
for the temporary use of other forms 
and directories of worship by congrega- 
tions not already in union with this 
church, who are willing to accept the 
spiritual oversight of the bishop of the 
diocese," 

The amendment if adopted by the 
bishops will go to the diocese for action 
and must be passed upon by the next 
general convention before it becomes 
operative. 

NOW PERU MUST PAY. 

Canada's Chief Justice Makes His 
Award in the McCord 
Arbitration. 

Washington, Oct. 17.— The decision of 
tbe arbitrator in the McCord case has 
been rendered, but its purport is not yet 
known to the state department. The 
arbitrator was Sir Henry Strong, chief 
justice of Canada. He telegraphed the 
state department that he had rendered 
his decision on Saturday, and would 
supply detailed information by mail. 

McCord was an American civil en- 
gineer, living in Peru, whose person and 
property were seized during a revolu- 
tionary movement in that country. Va- 
rious secretaries of state had made ef- 
forts to secures compensation for Mc- 
Cord, but it remained for Secretary Ol- 
ney to secure an arbitration. McCord's 
claim originally was for $200,000. Sec- 
retary Olney offered to accept .$. r >0,000 
as a settlement in full, but since that 
offer was made other expenses have ac- 
crued, so that it may be that the final 
award will be for a larger amount. 



A MUD SPLASHED JUBILEE. 

Wind and Rain Spoil the Programme of 
the Chicago Celebration. 

Chicago, Oct. 17.— The peace jubilee 
has been inaugurated under difficulties. 
During the day two of the jubilee arches, 
the Dewey at State and Madison streets, 
and the First Regiment at Michigan 
avenue and Van Buren streets, were 
blown down by 'the high wind. A paint- 
ed canvas depicting the adventures of 
Col. Turner was torn down in a dozen 
places. 

Mayor Harrison had planned to ride 
a decorated wheel, and tbe cyclists to 
dedicate the peace arches in a blaze of 
electric effects, but the rain caused the 
parade to be postponed until Thursday 
night. 

In mud bespotted carriages, drawn by 
dripping horses, the McKinley party, es- 
corted by a party of distinguished citi- 
zens arrived at the residence of the 
president of the University of Chicago 
this afternoon in pouring rain. The 
ankle-deep mud had no terrors, however, 
for the hundreds of students, who sto'id 
in the crowds about: tbe residence and 
cheered Air. McKinley as his carriage 
came in sight and for long after he had 
entered President Harper's house. 

Among those who witnessed the confer- 
ring of the degree of LL.D. upon the 
President were Mrs. McKinley, Secre- 
tary Gage and Mrs. Gage, Secretary 
Bliss and Secretary Wilson. Tbe degree 
was conferred by the dean of tbe uni- 
versity.

Brantford, Oct. 17.— (Special) — Bev. 
Dr. Cochrane, one of the leading Presby- 
terian clerbymen of Canada and head 
of the Brantford Ladies' College, died 
very sudenly late to-night. Tbe cause 
was neuralgia and heart failure. He 
had been ailing for some days and was 
unable to preach on Sunday last.

Her 
costumes were very beautiful, and her 
acting was at times effective. Miss 
Anna Shryma, as Authonas Moulinet 
showed lack of training. Miss Carrie 
C. Warde was as good a Marquise do 
Beaulieu as could be wished; Miss 
(Trankie M. Raymond made a very 
pretty Susanne Derblay, and Miss Olive 
Madison was sufficiently piquante as 
the Baroness de Propont. While the 
work of this company cannot be called 
first-class, it is by uo means unplcasing, 
and taken in connection with the sur- 
passing interest attached to the plays 
themselves affords a very enjoyable 
evening's entertainment.

While 
this contention is keenly and vigorously 
supported, it has not shaken the posi- 
tion of the Americans, who cut the 
thread of Spanish diplomacy in the mid- 
dle of the word "relinquish" by practi- 
cally assuring the Spaniards that they 
need not cherish anxiety as to whom to 
relinquish, but to conform to the fourth 
article of the protocol, which pledges 
Spain "that Cuba, l'orto Rico and other 
Spanish islands of the West Indies shall 
be immediately evacuated." 

Briefly, the American response to the 
Spanish diplomacy on construction and 
Definition are that the words "relin- 
quish" and "evacuation" are interchaug- 
able and have the same meaning. Thus 
three sessions were given up to patiently 
meeting Spain's views and contentions 
touching the protocol pledge to relin- 
quish sovereignty and title to Cuba, and 
there is a possibility of two sessions 
more.

Out of a Party of Australians Who Toured 
the World Only Two Remain.

A showman 
named Cunningham, got the permission of 
one of the Australian governments to take 
these blacks to the World's Fair In Chi 
COgo, He made money out of thorn In i 
subsequent tour of America and Europe, 
but one by one the aborigines died. The 
habits of wearing clothes and sleeping In 
beds and eating city food was too much 
for them. 

The two survivors, who nre now- on their 
way home, were found in the East End of 
Loudon.

By-Law to Borrow Money for Fire 
Protection Pusses at One 
Sitting. 



Adoption of Suggestions to Settle 
Troubl.s With School 
Board. 



The city council held a somewhat pro- 
. tracted meeting last night at which the 

principal thing done was the pacing of 
. a by-law for submission to the property 
owners for the borrowing o£ .f20,U00 to 
give the city additional Ore protection 
The troubles- with the school board also 
. came up and resulted in the passage of 
the resolution which the Mayor had sug- 
. gested as a mode of getting the ditti- 
culty settled for the present year. 

In reference to his complaint that the 
water rales discriminated against the 
.users of meters, Senator Macdonald 
wrote that if he was given a chance to 
.meet the city legal adviser to discuss 
the matter he would he quite willing to 
abide by that gentleman's decision on 
the result. 

The Mayor remarked that as the city 
solicitor had drawn up the by-law in 
question, that fad was the best evi- 
dence that the city solicitor did not con- 
sider the by-law u.seiiminatory. 

In this connection tuo report ordered 
last meeting was sent in by the water 
commissioner on Senator Macdonald's 
former letter. The water commissioner 
considered the by-law did not discrim- 
inate, but on Aid. Wililums' recommen- 
dation it was decided to arrangi 
Senator -Macdonald, the city solicitor and 
water commissioner to meet togethe 
compliance with the Senator's requc 

Communications were received from 
the deputy minister of finance, Ottawa, 
juid the deputy provincial secretary ae 
knowledging the council's resolution fav 
oring the establishment of a mint in 
Victoria, the provincial secretary point- 
ing out that the legislature on March I'.li 
last passed a resolution in the same di- 
rection. These letters were tiled. 

Next came a couple of letters from the 
school trustees on the dilliculties be- 
tween that body and the city. 

The secretary of the school board 
wrote acknowledging the letter from the 
Mayor dated September 1(>, stating that 
the requisition "of the trustees dated 
September L', for $1,111.34 overdrew the 
appropriation by $30.82, and declaring 
that the only money available for school 
purposes in the hands of the council is 
$12,358 for salaries for teachers and 
could not be used for janitors' salaries. 
The communication pointed out that the 
amount of $13,000 admitted to be avail- 
able for school purposes for the year by 
the council had not been exceeded. The 
trustees in submitting their estimates 
in February last had inserted a clause 
stating that while the details were as 
closely estimated as possible "it must 
be understood that the gross amounts 
set down may be required irrespective of 
the details set forth." The trustees 
asked that the council see their way 
clear to pay the requisitions of the board 
until at least the $43,000 is exhausted. 
The trustees also sent in the resolution 
passed at their last meeting notifying 
the council that .$46,000 would be suf- 
iicicne for all the anticipated ordinary 
the financial year, 
the present year. 

These were laid on the table until a 
little later in the evening when on the 
recommendation of the Mayor Aid. Mc- 
Gregor, seconded by Aid. Humphrey, 
moved the resolution posted last week al- 
lowing the trustees another $3,000 pro- 
viding the trustees agree to submit the 
.question in dispute to the courts for de- 
termination. 

Aid. Humber wanted to know where 
the money was to come from. 

The Mayor replied that as the Point 
JDllice appeals, which it had been thought 
4it first would be heard in November, 
would not be heard till January, that 
would leave the $3,000 free from the 
appropriation for legal contingencies. 

Aid. Wililnms was of opinion that in- 
stead of expending money in testing a 
defective law, it would be better to wait 
till the legislature meet and have the 
law amended. 

The Mayor thought that it was very 
■necessary to get the law interpreted, and 
so did Aid. Humphrey. 

The resolution was carried and a copy 
will be sent to the trustees, the letter 
from the last named body being tiled. 

The post office inspector wrote asking 
the council at what point in the city 
they would like the sub-post oflice they 
bail asked for recently. This was refer- 
red to the aldermen for North ward and 
Aid. Williams to report upon. 

There were two letters from .T. G. El- 
liott, secretary of the board of fire un- 
derwriters. One enclosed a copy of a 
resolution passed by the board at their 
general meeting strongly endorsing 
Chief Deusy'B recommendations for 
more lire protection, and advocating their 
carrying into effect at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. The board thought that 
their recommendations should carry 
weight as they paid in $R,000 a year to- 
wards the fire protection of the city. 

The letter was tiled and the board will 
lie told that the city is putting through 
a by-law to place before the people. 

The second letter from Mr. Elliott 
read as follows: 

Victoria, Oct. 15. 1898. 

Gentlemen: — I duly received your 
communication of the 7th inst,, together 
with the report of the fire wardens and 
Chief Deasy regarding the references to 
the chemical works lire contained in the 
letter of the 20tli Aug. last and beg to 
say that having made further inquiries 
in order to do justice to all concerned 
I find that to a groat extent the com- 
plaints were groundless and that the 
part taken by the Chief was worthy of 
.commendation. Thanking the tiro war- 
dens for their very careful inquiries into 
this matter. 

J. G. ELLIOTT,

ELECTRICAL SPEED RECORDING 
APPARATUS. 
An electrical speed recorder is being 
used on some German railways. While 
simple in design, it shows not only the 
speed at any particular moment, but the 
time in which stops are made, speed 
around curves, up grades, etc. By means 
of electrical connections with the axle 
of the car, a dash and a space are mark- 
ed off at each revolution on a paper strip 
moved by clockwork. By taking a "one- 
minute strip" of the ribbon and counting 
the number of dashes contained therein, 
the number of revolutions is given, and 
the speed is computed from the diameter 
of the wheels. 



iSlghted a wreck.— Sealing schooner 
Victoria, Captain Hnnn, which returned 
to port on Saturday last, reports having 
passed the turned-turtle wreck of what 
appeared to be a large schooner, while 
on her way back to port. The date was 
September 30, when the Victoria was 
running before a stiff wind about mid- 
way between Kadiak and Shumigan is- 
lands, or in M N., 135 W. The Moating 
object was nt first taken for a whale, 
but as the schooner passed not more 
than fifty yards away it showed itself 
to be a vessel of large size, bottom tip. 
None of the sealing fleet appear to be 
missing this year, and the supposition 
of the Victoria's skipper was that it 
must be some of the Kotzebue Sound or 
Klondike shipping crime to grief. He 
had no means of telling bow long the ob- 
ject had been in the water. The Viva, 
which followed the Victoria into port, 
brings home 050 skins.

This report was adopted. 
The streets committee sent in a report 
which was adopted. In effect it said 
that the city was nut liable for the 
damages Mr. Shrapnel asked for injuries 
received by him on Cadboro Ray road. 

The city solicitor sent in a report on 
G. (J. Cerow's request to be allowed 
to mine on a point off Beacon Hill. 
While the city had no power to gram 
the request, there was nothing against 
the city recommending a resolution pro- 
posed by Mr. Uerow's solicitor to the 
effect of recommending the gold com- 
missioner to allow Mr. Gcrow to locate 
a claim. 

This was too loose a sort a thing for 
Aid. McGregor and Aid. Humphrey al- 
so would like to know something more 
about the matter. Consequently it was 
decided to tell Aid. McGregor that the 
council had no power to grant the re- 
quest. 

The cemetery committee reported that 
Mr. Fell be told that the contractor has 
been given the proper boundary of his 
lots at the cemetery, and that there was 
plenty of room for the opening he spoke 
about in his letter of last week. This 
report was adopted. 

Aid. Wilson called atention to a 
hide that was complained of at the cor- 

I ner of Mears and Vancouver stre 
It had been dug some days ago for 
electric light pole, but the pole had not 
yet been put in. Aid. Humphrey 
plained that the holes were dug ahead of 
tune to save expense. 

Aid. Wilson replied that this was not 
the proper way of doing. He noticed 
the tramway people always had poles 
on hand before they dug the holes. 

Aid. Humphrey's resolution asking for 
a plan and estimates for a retaining wall 
across .lames Bay was lost. 

Aid. Bragg took the view that the idea 
should come from the city engineer, not 
from the council. Perhaps the engineer 
did not favor a retaining wall. It seem- 
ed an interference with the engineer's 
duty. 

'1 lie mayor replied that this resolution 
was no interference with the engineer. 

Aid. Phillips was in favor of a retain- 
ing wall across .lames Bay, but there 
should be some plan submitted first. 

Aid. Humber talked about all tin- 
bridges, and wound up by saying that 
James Bay bridge wits good for years 
to come. 

Aid. McGregor was in favor of the 
resolution, and at his suggestion it was 
amended to provide not only for a re- 
taining wall, but for a roadway. 

Aid. Humphrey was willing to make 
the alteration, but said that Senator 
Templcman bad told him be believed the 
Dominion government would hell) in the 
matter. 

Aid. Williams would support the mo- 
tion, and spoke ia favcr of using the 
mud from the bay to till in behind tin- 
wall. 

Aid. Kinsman said that the wall would 
take time to build, while a bridge was 
needed at once. 

Aid. Bragg moved an amendment to 
the motion that the resolution lie on 
the table until the engineer lay a plan 
before the council showing the best 
way of putting a permanent roadway 
across .lames Bay. 

The amendment was lost on a tie vote. 
Aid. Kinsman, Bragg. Humber, Wil- 
liams and Phillips voting for it. and 
Aid. Wilson, Hall, Humphrey, McGreg- 
or and the Mayor against. 

The main resolution was lost also on 
a tie, the ayes and nays being revers- 
ed. 

Aid. McGregor introduced a by-law to 
raise $20,000 to secure better lire protec- 
tion for the city. The by-law provides 
for 15 year 4% per cent, bonds. Thes 
by-law went through the various stages 
and passed its third reading. Aid. Phil- 
lips wanted the commit tee to rise atul 
report until an itemized list of what 
was to be purchased should be placed 
before the people. 

Aid. McGregor explained that this 
had already been published in full, and 
the council should pass the by-law, as 
: t was at the demand of the people that 
it was brought in. 

The voting day for the by-law was 
fixed for November 3 at the Market 
hall, W. W. Northcott being named re- 
turning officer. 

The electric wire regulation by-law- 
was introduced by Aid. McGregor, and 
was referred to a select committee com- 
posed of Aid. McGregor, Humphrey 
and Bragg, the city electrician and the 
city solicitor. 
The council adjourned shortly before

LONG DISTANCE 'PHONE. 

Section of the Line That Is to Connect 
Nelson and San Diego Nosy 
Working. 

The longest section of the Sunset 
Telegraph and Telephone Company's 
telephone line that is to extend from 
Nelson, B.C., to San Diego, Cal., has 
been completed, and works splendidly 
The section of the line completed is that 
extending from San Francisco to Seattle 
and it was throtvn open for business 
Saturday. 

About 4 o'clock F. C. Millard, superin 
tendent of the company in Seattle, step 
pod to the transmitter and at precisely 
the same moment the connection was 
made. With President John I. Sabin at 
the San Francisco end, communication 
was commenced. The voices sounded 
as clear as if the speakers were within 
a few feet of each other. The line was 
a success. Hardly had the two finished 
when a man wdio had been waiting all 
day stepped up and the first toll over the 
new line was taken. 

Mr. Millard, in speaking of the mat 
ter, said: "I have tried the line be- 
tween New York and Chicago and I 
consider this line a good ileal better. We 
have all of the latest improvements. In 
testing the line with the president of the 
company, I could tell at once who was 
talking, so clear was the sound. The 
assistant general manager 'came on the 
line' during the test and 1 recognized 
his voice after he had uttered but a few- 
words. The Eastern line, that from 
New York to Chicago, charges $9 for 
three minutes or less conversation. Our 
charge will he only $2.50 a minute, but 
the distance is just as great." 

The right of way was secured along 
the country roads which parallel the 
railroads in California, Oregon and 
Washington, also the highways wer 
used as much as was practicable. Twelv 
different construction gangs have beei 
at work for six months. The wire i 
of the finest metal. It weight 430 
pounds to the mile, and two wires are 
strung the whole distance, for the latest 
type of long distance transmitters is 
used, and the circuit is double metallic. 
The estimated cost of the line is $250,- 
000. It is the most expensive ever put 
up. 

From Seattle to San Francisco the 
lilies run almost south in direction, and 
Portland and Taconia can be connected. 
The Siskiyou mountain range is crossed 
in Oregon and California. Here men 
will have to be stationed along the more 
exposed parts of the line, so that in time 
of storms communication will not be 
interfered with. 



THEY WERE TIRED. 

And That Was Why Two Women Bor- 
rowed a Prospector's Horse. 

Horse stealing in Western countries is 
looked upon as almost akin to murder, 
but there is one case that recently oc- 
curred in Northern British Columbia that 
went, unpunished although the police 
caught the culprits with the missing 
pack animal in their possession. 

The story is told by men who came 
south on the Danube. A couple of 
weeks ago two women who had just 
came out from Dawson heard of the At- 
lin lake find and determined to try their 
luck there. Not being blessed with a 
superabundance of means they decided 
to walk the distance and started out 
from Skagway quite briskly. Before 
they reached the summit, however, the 
hard walk began to tell on them and 
when they espied a horse, loatled with 
grain, lied to a tree, the idea struck 
them that that horse would be wonder- 
fully useful and surely the owner would 
not mind if they borrowed the animal 
for a few days. True they could not 
remove the packs but having sharp 
knives the sacks could soon be cut and 
emptied. This string of womanly ideas 
was put into effect and soon the pair 
of tired women were on their way along 
the trail comfortably seated on the bor- 
rowed horse. 

The owner returned, and while thank- 
ful that the grain had been left, was 
selfish enough to also want bis horse and 
actually went and told the police that 
it had been stolen. A representative of 
law and order was detailed on the case 
and in true dime novel style traced the 
footprints of the missing animal down 
the trail. Imagine his embarrassment 
when he overtook the fair prospectors 
and borrowers of stray horses, but he 
summoned sufficent courage to ask them 
why they took the horse.

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i DISABILITIES 
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The Coming District.— Mining proper- 
ties are being opened up all along the 
west coast of Vancouver Island and are 
looking well, according to Paul Gaston, 
who has been in the city for a few- 
days after a long sojourn in that sec- 
tion, says the Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 
"The country is new," said he at the 
Butler, "but there is considerable de- 
velopment going on. There is still the 
old trouble that the prospectors are bidd- 
ing their property too high. It takes 
a good deal of money and mining talent 
to open a mine, and this would go in 
much faster if the boys were not so un- 
reasonable. The most, development is 
being done en the Hayes property on 
Alberni Canal. He has dune several 
hundred feet of work at different points 
and has gained a depth of HiO feet. 
He told me that he had twenty-two feet 
of ore running 15 per cent, copper and 
about an ounce of gold. He evidently 
lias a fine property, for be has built a 
dock, substantial bouses and a road on 
ii very nice grade. He is just about 
to put in an air compressor and to start 
shipping." 

Texada's Mines.— Another of the sup- 
posed iron mines of the Pacific coast 
has turned out; to be a copper mine, 
savs the Seattle Post-Intelligencer. The 
Puget Sound Reduction Company, of 
Fverett, some time ago bought a claim 
adjoining the Haven mine on Texada 
Island from Edward Blewett. It had 
a body of magnetic iron ore in the crop- 
pings carrying <i."> to 70 per cent, iron, 
and this was the attraction, but when 
a shaft had gone down ten feet it ran 
into copper ore, and now the property 
at forty feet is evidently a high grade 
copper 'mine. "They have got enough 
copper there to buy their iron and have 
something to spare," said Mr. Blewett. 
"The Van Anda shaft is down 250 feet." 
continued Mr, Blewett, "and we have 
a fine body of ore and are shipping right 
along. We have shipped 300 tons of 
high grade ore to Swansea, and are now- 
filling a contract for 500 tons more. 
We are idling up the low grade ore 
to await the erection of a smelter. The 
only ore we have taken out came in 
the course of sinking, but we will soon 
begin stuping and shall then turn out 
50 to 100 tons a day."

CIVIC REFORM. 

The citizens o£ Victoria will probably 
bo asked to moot in the city hull on 
some evening next week to consider mat- 
ters relating to the government of the 
city. It in now some weeks sinio Col. 
Prior first gave notice that he intended 
to invito the people to come together and 
talk the matter over, and the reason that 
ait earlier date has nor been tbed is thai 
he was desirous of discussing the various 
questions involved with a number of the 
citizens, so that when the meeting is hold 
something in:iy be accomplished. Civic 
problems are usually difficult, and those 
relating to Victoria form no exception 
to the general rule. Many interest 
have to be consulted and wide difference 
of opinion have to be reconciled. To ask 
the people to come together and submit 
a cut and dried programme for them to 
adopt would be to invito defeat, no mat- 
ter what the merits of the plan might 
lie. On the other hand to call a moot- 
ing and have no suggestions to offer 
•would be a profitless undertaking. How 
to hit a happy medium between the two 
extremes is what Col. Prior and those 
with whom he has consulted on the sub- 
ject have been endeavoring, to decide. It 
is right to say that in taking hold of 
the matter at all, Col. Prior has not 
been influenced by any ulterior motives 
nor is he desirous of giving effect to any 
particular proposition. He moved in 
the matter only because of a sense of 
public duty, and_so that the result of th 
movement is the betterment of the con- 
dition of the city, lie will l>e quite sat- 
isfied, whether his own ideas are or art 
not carried into effect. We feel it due 
to him to make this statement, beeausi 
he came forward largely in response t.i 
the call for reform which found expres- 
sion in many ways through the columns 
of the press. 

Many things must be discussed, and it 
is very clear that they cannot all be dis- 
cussed advantageously at one meeting. 
Among them are the city charter, the 
number and mode of election of alder- 
men, the relations of the schools to the 
•city government, the permanent executive 
staff of the city, the debt, the improve- 
ment of streets, tile water supply, sew- 
erage, fire protection and so on. Any 
one of these subjects presents difficulties, 
when it comes to being treated in a 
business-like way, and others when it 
comes to securing for any solution of it 
the assent of the people. It would be 
an terror for any number of persons 
who might constitute themselves into a 
committee, to formulate a plan, cover- 
ing all these points, and ask a public 
meeting to ratify it, and citizens may rest 
assured that those who are active in 
moving for reform have no intention of 
doing anything like this. On the other 
hand it would be useless to attempt to 
frame any scheme covering the neces- 
sary features in a public meeting. When 
the city of St. John, N.B., found itself 
in need of n new charter, the provincial 
government, at the request of the city, 
appointed a commissioner to frame one 
and after devoting some months to the 
task, he reported a charter, which was 
endorsed by the city council and passed 
by the legislature. The city government 
is Ix'ing curried on under that, charter 
with very great satisfaction. When Se- 
attle a few yours ago felt that its old 
charter had outlived its usefulness, a 
commission was appointed by the city 
council to frame a new one, which was 
afterwards adopted by popular vote. In 
both these cases the commissioners took 
evidence and suggestions from any 
source from which they were tendered. 

But important as a city charter is, the 
choice of men to carry if into effect is 
CQUally so. A mayor and aldermen who 
are abreast of the times are needed, 
and by this we mean men who not only 
•appreciate what a city like Victoria re- 
quires at this juncture in its history, 
but are prepared to take the lead in 
bringing it about. Here public opinion 
must do its work. It may as well be 
admitted now 'is later in the discus 
•sion, that the necessary civic improve 
'meats cannot lie made without the ex 
penditlire of a good deal of money. To 
get this money the assent of the tax- 
payers will be needed. There exists 
here, a.s in every other place, an element 
opposed to any expenditures except 
those that arc absolutely essential. To 
such we say that they are confronted 
-with a few conditions which cannot bo 
shirked. Our city is not keeping abreast 
of its neighbors in civic improvements. 
'If it. is not intended to lot everything 
continue on the down grade money must 
the spent some time, and the longer the 
delay the larger the Hum will be. Prop- 
erty holders, who think that if they delay 
new people will come in and take up the 
[burden of improvement, make a mistake. 
New people will not come unless the 
•towji is made attractive to them. 
Things may be good enough for us, who 
are used to them, but. they fail to at- 
tract men of means, who are looking for 
homes or investments, Such persons 
will seek towns that, though they may 
bo inferior to Victoria in beauty of sur- 
roundings and other respects, exhibit 
greater evidence of progress. Investors 
like to place their money in something 
that is sippiorialiug, not in what is at 
a standstill or going downward, and 



they form their opinion on these points 
upon what appears on the surface. The 
men who have most to gain from the 
improvement of Victoria are the largo 
property holders. They have a direct 
financial interest to secure by lending 
their aid to make the city as attractive 
as possible. We hope that when the 
proposed meeting is hold, the attendance 
will he large and representative. 

" QUI S'BXCUSB, fcTACCUSE." 

The Toronto Clobe devotes a long ar- 
ticle to "The Yukon Investigation." Two 
columns are taken up with it, and about 
the only thing not: dealt with is die inves- 
tigation. It. is a long and labored ef- 
fort to excuse the conditions existing at 
Dawson, and the excuses justify the pro 
verb with which this article is headed 
They are a substantial indictment of the 
methods which have been applied to the 
administration of the Yukon during the 
hist .year. 

The first section of the article admits 
the need for a thorough inquiry and as- 
serts the fitness of Mr. Ogilvio for the 
work of investigation. It has taken the 
Toronto paper several months to reach 
this conclusion, but its admission of the 
need for a thorough overhauling of the 
administration of affairs endorses the 
position taken by the Colonist and other 
papers long ago, and for which they 

were roundly condom 1 by the Liberal 

press. It says that the officials them 
selves demanded thllt Major Walsh 
should make an investigation, hut that 
he had no power to administer an oath. 
This is the lamest sort of an excuse 
It was as easy to clothe Major Walsh 
with that authority as it was to invest 
Mr. Ogilvio with it. This information 
as to the desire of the officials put 
now face on the matter. We were told 
that there was really nothing to h 
looked into, that we wore simply giving 
currency to a lot of Seattle yarns and 
to the grumblings of disappointed ten- 
derfeet who had come home poorer thai; 
they went out. We were old that the 
only trouble was that a lot of unruly 
Americans were restless under the rigid 
enforcement of Canadian law. Ami w< 
were soundly berated for being so mi 
patriotic as lo give publicity to such nn 
warranted things. Now we are told thai 
so great was the feeling nt Dawson that 
the ollicials themselves insisted upon no 
inquiry. It would be interesting to learr 
how long the Globe lias known this. It 
would be interesting to know why. In 
view of this request of the ollicials, the 
government declined to order an inves 
ligation until after the London Timet 
joined in Ihe demand for a probing of 
the matter to the bottom in the interest 
of the good name, not of the ollicials 
but of tlio Dominion of Canada. 

The second section of the Globe'- 
article is an apology for the postal ae 
commodntions at Dawson. It admitf 
that these were grossly inadequate, bu' 
claims that it could not be helped, be 
cause the business developed faster thai 
the ability of the department to tali' 
care of it. This is not: an excuse; it i- 
a confession of incapacity. If Mr. Mil 
lock did not know that thousands of 
people were going into the Yukon, thai 
the mail service would be irregular, unci 
that, when letters did get. in. there 
would be a great rush for them, he was 
the only man in North America who wnf 
ignorant on these points. The excuse nf 
given by the Globe is simply n confes- 
sion of complete neglect. The post office 
department practically did nothing at 
all. but left: the mail arrangements foi 
20,000 people in the bands of tin 
Mounted Police, with no appliances b 
do business with. It is idle to say tba' 
nothing better could have been done. 
The- right mini in the right place would 
have provided against the contingent*; 
which (arose, and which everyone saw 
would necessarily arise. 

The third section of the Globe's article 
refers particularly to Mr. Gordon Hun 
tor. and inferentially it is an admission 
that it was a mistake to make such n 
man as Mr. Fnwcett gold commissioner, 
and a still greater mistake to provide 
him with insufficient assistance. Why 
was not sufficient assistance given? 
Every one know that. Ihe force in the 
Cold Commissioner's office was utterly 
inadequate to the work assigned lo il. 
Why has it taken a chorus of complaints 
from the press, from Klondike to Lon- 
don, to get this fact into the iiead of the 
minister who should have known it be- 
fore anyone else? It is all very well to 
talk about now and unprecedented con- 
ditions, but the existence of these condi- 
tions was known long ago, and the rem- 
edy could have boon applied at a mueli 
earlier day. No one has said very much 
in regard to the hopeless misconception, 
which Mr. Sifton and .Mr. Mulock s 
to have had of what the administration 
of the Yukon would call for. and til 
extraordinarily inadequate preparation 
made to meet the emergencies which 
were certain lo arise; but there is much 
complaint, and il is wholly justified, at 
their needless delay in meeting what 
they were told were crying wants. Why, 
we ask, did they wait until the ineffi- 
cient administration, to use the mildest 
term explicable, became a scandal be- 
fore providing the remedies now talked 
of? 

The fourth section of the article ad- 
ministers a little salve to Mr. Sifton's 
views. It: tells uk that; 

Mr. Sifton has taken hold of the Yu- 
kon administration with the vigor and 
energy that have marked his official 
course since assuming control of the In- 
terior Department, and the people have 
now the assurance that all charges of 
malfeasance will be cleared up and all 
suspicion of unfairness removed. The 
honor of the Dominion will be vindi- 
cated, and if any have been guilty they 
will meet with their deserts. 

What Ihe country would like to know- 
is why Mr. Sifton did not. take hold of 
this matter long ago. We should have 
supposed that Ihe nerds of the '.'situation 
unprecedented in modern history," to 
quote the Globe, would have stimulated 
him to action much sooner. 
We repeat that the Globe's article, 



lead without bias, is a strong arraign- 
ment of the failure of the two depart- 
ments most directly concerned with pro- 
viding for the needs of the Yukon min- 
ers. It fully substantiates all (hat the 
Colonist and other critics of ihe admin- 
istration have contended for. We direct 
attention to the fact that we have made 
no specific allegations against any one, 
hut have only urged that an investiga- 
tion should 1m? made into the grounds for 
the scandals regarding Dawson official- 
dom. This investigation is now to be 
made, and the reasons why it is to be 
made are precisely those which we gave 
as the reasons for demanding it. If the 
result of it is that the ollicials are 
cleared of charges of wrong doing, the 
two ministers above named must be 
found guilty on the showing made by 
Ihe Globe, of complete incapacity. 



THE YUKON GOLD COMMISSION 
EUSIIIP. 

Commenting upon the appointment of 
Mr. Gordon Hunter to the Gold Com 
niissionership of the Yukon, the Toronto 
Globe said : "Mr. Gordon Hunter comes 
of a family that has abundantly proved 
that it possesses brains." While this is 
true, Mr. Hunter is about the last man 
to ask that he should be judged from 
what his family has boon. Me is one 
who stands upon bis own merits and 
can do so with confidence. Sir Wilfrid 
Luurier has the satisfaction of knowing 
that in selecting Mr. Hunter for the 
sponsible position of Gold Commissioner, 
he gave the greatest satisfaction in Vic 
toria. where both Mr. Hunter and the 
duties of the oflice are well understood. 
It was felt that: n gentleman of integrity 
and ability had been named for a post 
of great, importance, and the feeling of 
regret because of his inability to hold the 
post is universal, although wo are all 
glad enough that British Columbia will 
not bo deprived of his presence. 

It is pleasant to he able to speak thus 
of an appointee of the opposite party, 
for the occasions when such language 
can be .used are none too numerous. If 
the person, who has been named for tin 
post now, is a man of Mr. Hunter'f 
type, there will be hereafter no cause to 
complain of the manner in which that 
department of the Yukon administration 
is conducted. 



QUARTZ IN KLONDIKE. 

No doubt seems to exist as to the pre 
sence of extensive deposits of auriferous 
quartz in the neighborhood of the Klon- 
dike placers, Mr. Dawson and Mr. Ogil- 
vio both led us to expect such discover- 
ies. It is premature to express any 
opinion as to the part those deposits 
will play in tin- future of the Yukon, 
but it may be stated .with positiveness 
that, if development, shows the veins to 
he continuously valuable, quartz mining 
will become a highly important, industry 
there. 

The world has as yet only a vague idei 
of what the Yukon country is likely t 
produce. Thousands of men have gon 
North, hut of these only a small per 
eentage have been experienced in th 
seeking for the precious metal. Most, of 
them have been utterly without, any 
knowledge of what to do in order to'find 
gold, and would not know gold-bearin 
ore if they saw if. Moreover, the coun- 
try is very difficult to prospect. The dis- 
tances are great. The means of trans 
portation are imperfect on the main ar 
teries of travel and absolutely uon-exist 
cut elsewhere. The wonder is not that 
no more is known, hut that so much has 
already been ascertained about it. 

Is not the Winnipeg Telegram unrea- 
sonable when it says that the taxation 
and charges upon Yukon miners are so 
heavy that the burdens imposed by the 
Transvaal are " liberality in compari- 
son ? " It is a mistake to spoil a good 
case by exaggeration. There is already 
sufficient ground of complaint against 
the manner in which the Northern gold- 
fields have been handled without in- 
venting grievances that can ho promptly 
shown to have no existence. For our- 
selves, while holding that the royalty is too 
high and probably not judiciously impos- 
ed, we are not by any moans prepared to 
clamor for much reduction of the share, 
which the Yukon miners have to pa# to- 
wards the expense of governing the 
country. A very large proportion of 
them are foreigners, who will remain in 
Canada only long enough to make n 
competency and will then go and live 
elsewhere, and it is right that they 
should pay nt least what it costs to pro- 
vide the mining community with orderly 
government and facilities of communi- 
cation. What we think the people should 
unite in demanding is that the miners 
should get what they pay for. It would 
he a mistake to insist upon a recognition 
of grievances which are more imaginary 
than real, which cannot, indeed, be sus- 
tained before the bar of intelligent pub- 
lic opinion. If the Conservatives were 
to come into power to-morrow, they 
would feel bound to make the Yukon 
self-sustaining, and it is bad politics, to 
put it on no higher plane, to pretend the 
contrary. 



Major Walsh was «eat to Yukon, and 
has come buck; Mr. Wade was sent 
there and has come hack; Mr. Faweett 
was sent there and is coming hack just 
as soon as he can; the administration of 
affairs has given rise to great scandal: 
there is to he an investigation; the pos- 
tal service has been bungled; the trans- 
portation problem wan worse than 
muddled; the militia business was 
grossly mismanaged: there is com- 
plaint and dissatisfaction on all 
sides. Yet wo are told that 
Ihe manner in which affairs have boon 
carried on in the Yukon country re- 
lied s the highest credit upon, the gov- 
ernment. 



That story, which was telegraphed 
about n week ngo from Loudon to the 
eflect that the Queen had a narrow 
escape from death through her horses 
running away, has been diminished to 
a very trivial affair indeed. AH that 
happened was that one of her horses 
shied a little bit. It is said that hun- 
dreds of telegrams of congratulation 
reached Her Majesty from all parts of 
the world, and she herself was obliged 
lo send many messages to her family. 
The original report of the incident was 
modest enough, but it grew and it grew 
the further it went.

BRITISH COLUMBIA AT QUEBEC. 

Toronto Mall mid Empire, 

None of the Canadian provinces 
awaits the outcome of the joint high 
commission's labors with more interest 
than British Columbia. Though few, 
if any, of them are of its submitting, 
a largo group of its most momentous 
issues have been drawn into the confer- 
ence. 

hirst, the fate of its great sealing 
industry is in the balance. The United 
States," which controls the rookeries of 
Uehring Sea, is bent on having also a 
monopoly of the seal-hunting business. 
That once secured, the occupation of 
Victoria's scaling Beet is gone, u large 
amount of capital in vessels and outfits 
is wiped out. a nourishing mercantile 
business maintained by Hie industry is 
killed, and a large number of families 
are thrown out. of a living. The prov- 
ince, of course, cannot subject itself to 
this loss without adequate indemnity. 
What will the indemnity be? Certain- 
ly it must he something very much 
larger than the value of the vessels and 
other equipments. That would he hut 
the price of the stock; there remains 
yet the price of the goodwill. What 
really is to be ascertained is the present 
worth of the whole industry, which has 
practically an unlimited life expectancy. 
To the cash value of the fleet: it is pro- 
posed to add a clear title to a gateway 
into the Yukon from the head of the 
Lynn Canal. But. however valuable 
that may be, it would not be a fair ex- 
change 'for Canadians' rights of senl- 
hunting on the high seas, as (he terri- 
tory in question is. we contend, ours 
already. At: all events, before our com- 
missioners can agree to discuss such a 
proposal for the settlement of the seal 
question, they must first: settle the boun- 
dary question, ami find whether we 
have not already Ihe land at the head 
of Lynn Canal. Instead of confusing 
two undeliiiod sets of rights, and thus 
blindly working lo a settlement, each 
should be reduced to the utmost dis- 
tinctness. British Columbia is not 
more interested in getting u fair equiva- 
lent for its scaling industry than in 
securing u Bual delimitation of the 
boundary between its own lands and 
those of' the Alaskan strip on the const. 
It is most important that it should, if 
possible, have nn uninterrupted British 
route from tide-water to the interior of 
the Yukon gold fields; that it: should 
be thus Independent <>r the United 
States customs agents, who in the past 
have harassed the trade by their vexa- 
tious boundary regulations; that it. 
should be able to participate freely in 
the coast carrying trade, without inter- 
ference, from United States in vigation 
laws; Mini by Ibis exemption from 
foreign restrictions it should develop a 
large commerce and shipping trade at ils 
ports, and through its great railway ter- 
minal put Eastern Canada in the closest 
connection with the Yukon. The 
boundary question, therefore, by. itself, 
disentiiiigled from the sealing question, 
is of immense moment to tho province. 
Then (here is the question of the de- 
velopment of the Kootenay. This 
draws in the subordinate questions of 
foreign miners' rights, of alien labor, of 
American railway competition, or tho 
United Slates duties on ores, of Can- 
ada's duties on bullion, or foreign smelt- 
ing mid domestic smelling, or Canadian 
versus American supplies of manufac- 
tures and foodstuffs to ■ the mining 
camps. On the questions of alien niiue- 
owners mid of alien labor, the two par- 
lies should easily he able to come to an 
accommodation. Both questions have 
disturbed British Columbia, and the 
former of. them was the subject of a 



provincial bill that almost became law. 
American railway competition should 
not he so easily disposed of. Already 
the United States transcontinental sys- 
tem throws three branches into British 
Columbia, and Mr. Corbin sought, to 
introduce a fourth by way of the Kettle 
Valley into the Bound iry region. Now 
that tho Northern Pacific has purchased 
bis trunk system— the Spokane Falls 
line— efforts will be resumed to have 
the Kettle Valley road pushed through. 
That would mean the subjection of the 
Boundary region to the United States 
smelting industry. It would nlso mean 
an increased hold upon the British Col- 
umbia market by United States farmers 
and manufacturers. Mr. Martin pro- 
poses that the United States remove the 
duty on Canadian ores, and that United 
States agricultural products be admit- 
ted on easier terms into British Colum- 
bia. That would be bad for our smelt- 
ing industry and bad for our farmers. 
The right solution of Ihe matter would 
be the imposition of a stiff duty on lead 
bullion. Then there would be the mar- 
ket in this country for the output of our 
own silver-lead smelters. These, con- 
sequently, would flourish, and add the 
consuming capacity of their industry to 
that of (ho mining industry, and in this 
way afford an increased demand for die 
farm produce and manufacture of (Vo- 
tral and Eastern Canada. 

Thus the questions affecting Biiiish 
Columbia are not only numerous, but 
they are also of the utmost importance 
to that province and lo Canada as a 
whole. There are none of them, how- 
ever, which Canada needs the help of 
the United States to deal with, except 
the boundary question. We have no 
need for raising any of the others.

BRAIN POWER OF PLANTS. 

The effect of the electric light, on 
plants has revived interest in the ques- 
tion of the brain power of plants, and 
many illustrations are given in proof of 
the fact that brain power can and does 
exist apart from a visible brain. In the 
early days of the treatment: of plants 
with electric light; the light would some- 
times fie kept on so long that the plants 
were prevented from sleeping, and the 
result in the ease of perennials would 
he to greatly weaken their constitution. 
The following year's growth would be 
poor and scanty, and in some cases tin 
plant would barely keep alive. Th( 
symptoms were analogous, in fact, t< 
those which would be exhibited in hu- 
man subjects under the same treatment 
It is noteworthy that all the functions 
of plants can be arrested by the appli 
cation of chloroform or a weak solution 
of opium or other soporific. In regard 
to the shoot of the germinating seed 
ward and the root downward, there must 
ho a directing force or brain power. 
There is no structure in plants more won- 
derful than the tip of the root. Till 
course pursued by the soot in penetrat- 
ing the ground is determined by the tip. 
Darwin wrote: "It is hardly an exag 
geration to say that the tip of the radicle, 
endowed as it is with such diverse kind 
of sensitiveness, acts like the brain of 
animals." Arthur Sniiith fully main- 
tains this view, and while contending 
that plants do possess brain power, 
guos that they sleep and require rest 
not. only for their physical but for their 
nervous organism. He holds that it is 
impossible lo witness certain organs tak 
ing detenu inate positions mil directions, 
surmounting intervening obstacles, not- 
ing spontaeonsly, or study the manner in 
which they are affected by stimulants, 
narcotics or poisons, and yet declare 
these phenomena to be caused by a dif- 
ferent power than that which produces 
similar actions and effects in animals.

Through four thousand miles of fierce 
northern sea with only the thin shell 
of a "till-pot" river boat between them 
and the angry waters, those "three men 
in a boat" who were reported off the 
West Coast a week ago, are now rest- 
ing up in Victoria— their most adven- 
turous of all small-boat sailing cruises 
that the world knows of, having been 
brought to an end on Sunday morning. 

Their faithful little knock-together 
boat— or rather the melancholy wreck 
of it— lies swathed in bandages of can- 
vas on the deck of the schooner Viva, 
so frail and battered a thing that few 
would be disposed to trust themselves 
to it for a trip across 'Frisco bay. its 
day is done. It. would cost much more 
to make it seaworthy than it would be 
worth with this result accomplished, 
and the only reason that it is hen.' at all 
is that Johnson, Christenseu and 
thompson have learned to love it in the 
mouths it has been their only home 
i.'ven though it. came very near to prov- 
ing their coffin also. 

The boat tells its own story, with its 
punctured sides and bottom, its missing 
keel, torn coverings and general air of 
complete and entire demolition. it is 
not such a tale as can compare, how- 
ever, with the true narrative of their 
experiences by the three men who trust- 
ed it with their lives— and live to tell 
about it. 

Of these three, Christenseu is a Her- 
man of herculean proportions, six feet 
two inches in height, bronzed stalv. art, 
somewhat silent and self-reliant — a man 
ignorant of the meaning of rear, and 
most alive and satisfied with life when 
battling with the elements for very

istence. Johnson is a few inches short- 
er, but cast in much the same mould 
so far as physical proportions are con- 
cerned, and equally well put up and 
courageous. Thompson is a smaller 
man— darker, sharp-featured, wiry and 
J possessed of an infinitude of sea knowl- 
j edge and sailor grit. 

It was only from St. Michael down 
that the three have been comrades in 
adventure and adversity, although the 
remarkable expedition in which they are 
sharers was initiated in reality at Daw- 
son. Thompson joined at the river 
mouth, and from Bennett hike to Daw- 
son the other two travelled in separate 
companies. 

BUILDING THE BOAT. 
It was Christenseu who helped in the 
building of the boat at Cake Dennett, 
early last spring, never thinking for a 
moment that, it would ever cross salt 
water, or that hi? and it would be as- 
sociated in as wonderful a trip as any 
of the sailor-novelists of the ('lark lius- 
sell school write so glowingly about. 

The Newsboy is twenty-eight feet 
■'ong, flat-bottomed, with ribs of wood 
roughly bent to a homely shape and 
covered with galvanized iron sheets of 
about tin- thickness of the sides of a 
coal oil tin, and quite as easily punctur- 
ed. It hud a rudder originally, and a 
keel made of several pieces of scantling 
nailed the one upon the other. Both 
of these had disappeared, however, long 
before the relic arrived here, while 11 
hole in the bottom the size of a silver 
dollar proclaims how hard the men 
must have worked to keep themselves 
afloat, before the Viva fell in with them 
and their doom by the storm was avert- 
ed. 

It was Christenseu .who started from 
Lake Bennett with the Newsboy on the 
4th of dune last, getting through to 
Dawson without adventure, if an up- 
set, and a swim through the mad wat- 
ers of the White Horse rapids do not 
deserve such classification. Johnson 
went down the river to the Klondike 
centre as captain of the Bashaw and 
Limn brothers party. He then bad no 
thought of the Newsboy or the trip 
that Was to come, or of aught else in- 
deed than of getting through to the 
gold fields, where he and his compan- 
ions of that day proposed to try their 
fortunes. And get through in good shape 
they did, neither the canyon, the White 
Horse, nor Thirty-Mile river at its 
worst, so much as scratching one of 
the bunts under his direction. 

BIRTH OF THE IDEA. 

At Dawson City on independence Day 
the idea was born that grew into the 
cruise of tin." Newsboy. Christenseu and 
Johnson had met and become friends 
ere this, and the flimsy character of the 
average river boat was under discus- 
sion. Others in the company had none 
too good an opinion as to (he stability 
of the metallic knock-togethers, while 
Christenseu for one held them to be 
tougher and more staunch than their 
looks would indicate. 

"I wouldn't mind taking my chances 
in one from here to San Francisco," he 
said casually, by way of illustration. 

"Well, why don't you do it V" was 
the unexpected reply. "You'd make u 
mime for yourself the world over, and 
you'd likely as not get as much out of 
it in the long run us you will if >0ll 
stay here to dig for gold, where all 
the gold ground is taken up." 

Johnson was listening eagerly. Adven- 
ture is dear to him as the breath in the 
nostrils, and he had grown to have u 
great regard for Christensen and his 
judgment. For this reason he put his 
spoke in the wheel of fate at this junc- 
ture. 

"Lot's try it," he said. "If you re game 
to go to 'Frisco in the boat, I'll go with 
vou." , 

The compact was made then and 
there, fostered judiciously by u news- 
paper man, who saw in the proposed trip 
the elements of a big story later on. 
No time was lost in preparation, and on 
the 30th of July Dawson with its gold 
and its glamor was left behind, and the 
little boat drifted peacefully down the 
river, bumping gently over the sandbars 
and working its way skillfully around 
the sudden crooks and elbows of the 
river and through the clouds of mosqui- 
toes that summer had brought to curse 
the existence of the mining folk. 



fril). not even the stories of the enthu 
astic prospectors fallen -in witli af fre- 
qtlent intervals being sufficient to tempt 
the hurrying adventurers to break their 
voyage, even with the allurement dang- 
ling before them of investigating ground 
(hat was "sure to prove richer than Bo- 
nanza or Eldorado when once it was 
properly ojxmed up." 

As the Newsboy carried neither (ire- 
arms or ammunition, no orthodox hunt- 
ing could lie done, although as the 
mouth <,f the river was approached, 
thousands upon thousands of water fowl 
were passed through, their unfarnilinrity 
with man loading them to wait until the 
bow of Die boat pushed them fo one 
side, fluttering clumsily, or a blow with 
an oar enabled them to be conveniently 
added fo the contents of the miniature 
galley. 

The only really hazardous experience 
on fhe river journey was at its termina- 
tion, shirting channels and the exasper- 
ating sameness of the landmarks taking 
the boat out of the regular course ami 
leading to a genuine case of lost in the 
wilderness. This was at a point about 
MO miles from (he mouth of the Yu- 
kon, and occasioned the lost ones little 
uneasiness, fur the plump and palatable 
ducks were everywhere, and going 
hungry was an impossibility. 
THE START FROM ST. MICHAEL. 

At St. Michael the alteration and 
equipment of the boat, for the ocean 
voyage commenced at once. She was 
braced, puttied and painted, and the 
river poles were laid aside. Instead, the 
little mast, set well forward, was pro- 
vided with mainsail and squaresail, two 
jibs completing the sail equipment. The 
boat was then roughly covered in for- 
ward with tarred canvas, and for an 
anchor a bar of railroad iron was se- 
cured, with a bolt through one end. Hal- 
yards were run back to the stern on 
either side, so that the man at the wheel 
could also handle all the sail without In- 
convenience, and thus lighten the labor 
In fair weather. 

The greatest difficulty experienced was 
in getting charts and navigation instru- 
ments, none of which could be bought or 
borrowed. The only available ones in 
the village belonged to Theo. Thompson, 
who refused to part, with them. Thomp- 
son proved a kindred spirit, . however, 
and finally consented to go along, the 
preparations for sea being thereupon 
completed on (lie 7th of August. 

That evening the Newsboy made her 
way through the slough under a bril- 
liant purple sky, and in the intervals 
of lighting mosquitoes the three drew 
lots and it was thus decided that Thomp- 
son should be captain for the ocean 
voyage. 

Thi' three days spent in navigating 
the slough enabled fhe captain and crew 
of the Newsboy to solve one problem 
that has long presented itself ta Cali- 
forninns in the far North. They find 
the St. Michael slough strangely famil- 
iar, even although they may never be- 
fore have been within thousands of miles 
of it. This, Captain Thompson says, 
is because its shores and general ap- 
oncc closely resembles the Sacramento 
river flats, although their northern pro- 
totypes are infinitely more difficult of 
navigation on account of the bars, grass 
patches, crooks and sharp bends. 

In the summer season the northern 
flats are alive with eider ducks, ami 
when the Newsboy went slowly through 
to the open sen, the young were just 
beginning to fly and objected to being 
clubbed to death as their up-river breth- 
ren had been. The slough was cleared on 
August 111, and the following day the 
Yukon flats were again sighted ever on 
the lee bow, where they should not have 
been, according to the navigation. 

Captain Thompson promptly got the 
cover off the compass and found that 
the needle had gone so blunt that the 
instrument was out two points. A file 
ended this difficulty, and after that navi- 
gation offered no difficulties. Two-hour 
watches were decided on, and the nose 
of the Newsboy was turned towards 
Behring sea. 

ACROSS BEHRING SKA. 

The crossing of Behring sea was no! 
attended «-|th especial difficulty or dun- 
ged. When (he gales arose a drag was 
thrown out, consisting of a big oar and 
the nnchor, with a bridle on it and a 
large zinc bucket behind to hold if 
buck. 

On fhe first, stage of the sea. cruise 
the salmon ran with the boat, and fur- 
nished good eating. 

Then off Cape W'hyinpcr innumerable 
thousands of seal were run through, 
so tame that they too might have been 
clubbed with the oar as they slept. 

After fhe seal came giant whales all 
around, spouting in clumsy glee and at 
times threatening the boat. 

Then on the 271 h Muslcesher's volcano 
showed firey red, in eruption 55 miles 
away. 

And the next, day there was a terrible 
storm, during which the three p'acked 
themselves like sardines under the can- 
vas cover and were bombarded with 
pots and pans and all else moveable. 

The boat stood the storm well, even 
when the mountain swell carried her 
fair into the mouth of Uhimak pass. 
Had the dragline parted the boat would 
have gone broadside on, and that would 
litive been the cud. It held, however, 
and finally when the gale abated the 
trio were aide to make land for water 
and wood.

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SCENES IN THE SOUDAN. 



'A Correspondent with Kitchener' j Col- 
umn Gives Ten Picture 'of 
Mah'dism. 

Goom! Tlie hideous cry broke on to 
the still night, and jarred on the white 
stars. Mohammed! All Hassan! Goom, 
goom! I sat up on my nngurob and 
groaned. Do not bo frightened; "Goom" 
is uot the cry of a beast of prey. It is 
worse; it is the Arabic for "Wake," and 
it was three in the morning. We were 
moving out of our pleasant palm-shade 
at Magawieh on August 31, and taking 
the road south again. .,< 

The clumsy column formed after its 
clumsy wont, and threaded sleepily des- 
ertward through the mimosathorns. Af- 
ter a few minutes we came, to our won- 
der, on to a broad, flat road, embanked 
at each side. It could have hardly been 
built by scorpions, but there were no 
other visible inhabitants. Then, at a 
corner, we came to a sign-post, by all 
that's astounding — with "To Mctomneh' 1 
inscribed thereon. We learned after- 
wards that the fertile-minded Hickman 
Hey, finding himself and his 'battalion 
wood-cutting in the neighborhood, had 
used up some of his spare energy and of 
his men's spare muscle in making the 
road and setting up the sign, the only 
one in the Soudan. At the time the 
thing was like meeting an oid friend af- 
ter a long parting, and the caravan set 
out at least half a mile an hour the bet- 
ter for. -it. 

We trudged through the sand and scrub 
for the best part of five hours. Then 
suddenly it sank and died away. Wo 
noticed already more than the usual 
number of mummied camels and donkeys 
by the roadside. The sun had tanned 
the skin and bleached the bones; hawks 
and vultures had seen to the rest; they 
might hnv-e been lying there for days or 
years. The camels lay with their heads 
writhed back till the ears brushed the 
hump, the attitude in which a camel al- 
ways dies. Hut all the donkeys had their 
throats cut— and that told us we were 
reaching Metemneh. 

Last year, about this time or a little 
earlier, the main force of the Egyptian 
army lay at Merawi, preparing to ad 
vance on Abu Hamed. The Khalifa or 
dered the Jaaliu to advance against it 
but the Jaaliu had been in the fore 
front of every dervish disaster since Aim 
ICIea, and they sent secretly to the Sir- 
dar for arms. Hut it was too late, and 
Mahmud fell upon the Jaaliu as Hunter 
fell upon Abu Hamed. They fought 
hard, but Mahmud had too many rifles 
for them. Metomueh was made even as 
Khartoum and old Berber; the branch 
of Jaalin whose headquarters were Me- 
temneh were blotted out of existence 
'Uie carcasses we saw were the beasts 
that bad dropped or been overtaken in 
their flight. 

The scrub sank and died away. We 
came on to a bare level of old cultivated 
land, sparsely dotted with dry twigs, 
seamed with vents and holes, and cov 
erod thick with bones. Hones, skulls, 
and hides of camels, oxen, horses, asses, 
sheep, goats— the place was carpeted 
with them, a very Golgotha. A sick- 
ening smell came into the air. We off- 
saddled at a solitary clump of tall palms 
on the bank, turned round, and across 
a mile of treeless desolation saw a for- 
lorn line of black mud walls. The look 
of the wall alone was somehow enough 
to tell you there was nobody inside. 
That was the corpse of Metemneh. 

Before we went in we looked at the 
forts and trenches with which they had 
lined the bank against the gunboats. It 
was to be presumed that they had done 
the same at Omdurraan, so we looked at 
them out of more than idle curiosity. 
They were rude enough to be sure. Cir 
cular, at some 1120 feet radius, the forts 
were mud emplacements for a single gun 
with three embrasures looking forward, 
half right and half left; the guns— cap- 
tured since at Atbara could only be 

fired as they bore on a boat in line with 
one of these. Yet, rough and crumbling 
as they were, it was plain that the boats' 
(ire bad done them little harm. The em- 
bnlsures were chipped about a good deal 
and with very accurate shooting any- 
body trying to serve the guns would pro- 
bably have gone down. Hut the mud- 
work could shelter any man who sat 
close enough under it. and common shell 
or even shrapnel, would do him little 
harm. The trenches were not wholly 
contemptible either— deep and with tra- 
verses. 

The next, tiling was to ride over to 
Mahmud's old camp. He had placed it 
behind the ridge on which Metemneh 
stands, in the open desert," and out of 
range, as he thought, of the boats; the 
time-fuse of a 12 1 /i-pounder shell, picked 
un in the very center of the camp, seemed 
to suggest a subsequent disillusionment 
As you rode up you first saw nothing 
but four mud huts. Then the soil lool 
redder than that of the desert behind it 
presently you saw it had been turned up 
in shallow heaps; the place looked like 
a native cemetery. And when we got 
a little nearer we found that this was 
his fortified camp. One of the huts up 
pcared to have been his dwelling place 
another was a sort of a casemate— mud 
walls four feet thick and an arrangement 
of logs that looked as if it had been 
meant as a stockade to shield riflemen 
But the rest of the position was merely 
childish— as planless as his zareba on the 
Atbara, without any of its dilllculties. 
It was just a number of shelter 
scattered anyhow over the open sand 
Some could have held twenty men, some 
two. They must have spread over nearly 
a square mile, but they were quite rare 
mid discontinuous; in the circle of the 
camp there was about twice as much 
firm ground as trench. 

Now turn back to Metemneh— poor, 
blind-walled, dead Metemneh. And first , 
between camp and town, stand a couple 
of erutched uprights anil n cross-bar. 
Vou wonder what for, a moment, and 
then wonder that you wondered. A gal- 
lows! At the foot of it (I few strands 
of the brown palm-fibre 'rope they use 
in this country, and one, two, four, six, 
eight human jaw-bones. ..lust the jaw- 
bones, and again you wonder why; till 
you remember the story that when Sheikh 
Ibrahim, of the Jaalin, came ben; a. week 
or two ago he found eight skulls under 
the gallows in a rope-netting bag. When 
he took them up for burial the lower 
jaws dropped off and lie here still. 

If the jaws could wag in speech again 
— but we must try not to he sentimental. 
If we are, we shall hardly si and the in- 
side of Metemneh. So blank and pit- 
eous and empty is the husk of it. These 
are not mere mud hovels, but town 
houses as the Soudan understands 
bouses— mud, certainly, but large, lofty 
renins, with wide window holes and what 
ouecMWere matting roofs. Two that I went 
Into. were even double storied; no stairs, 
of course, but a sort of mud Inclined plane 
outside the walls leading to the upper 
rooms. Another bouse had a broad mud 
bank forming a divan round Its chief room. 
Now, the beams were cracked and broken 
and the divan had been rained on through 
the broken roof; shreds of what once may 
have been hangings -,wi re dangling limply 
in the breeze. At the Kateway of the house 
- once an arch, now a tumble of dry mud 
was a black handful of a woman's hair. 
In every courtyard you see the miserable 
< iiibleins ' of panic nod nviHsncre. Hide 
through the gate— there lies a calabash 
tossed aside; soiled red, peak-toed, a slip- 
Iiir dropped fiom the foot that durst not 



stop to pick ft ui> again; the broken sticks 
and decayed cords of a new angareb that 
the butchers smashed because It was not 
worth taking away; aiid In every court- 
yard you see great patches of black ashes 
spreading up the wall. Those monuments 
are veeent; they arc the places where, 
only days ago, tliej - burned the bones of 
the Jaalin. The dead camels and donkeys 
lie there yet, across every lane, dry, but 
still Btlnklng. A parrot-beaked, hairy tar- 
antula scrambles across the path; a lizard's 
tall slopes deeper Into a hole; that Is all 
the life of Metnemneh. Everything steep- 
ed in sliodeless sun, everything dry and 
silent, silent. The stillness and the stench 
merge together and soak Into your son!, 
exuding from every foot of this melancholy 
graveyard— the cenotaph of a whole tribe, 
1.") years of the Soudan's history read In an 
hour. Sun, squalor, stink and blood; that 
is Mahndlsm. 

l'ress your bridle on the drooping pony's 
neck, turn mid ride back to the river, the 
palms and the lances. God send he does 
not run away.

FASHODA BLUE HOOK. 

The Gist of the Published Correspond- 
ence Between British and French 
Governments. 

The Fashoda blue book, giving the cor- 
respondence between the French ami 
British governments begins with u dis- 
patch dated December 10, ISO", from Sir 
Edmund Monson, British ambassador at 
Fnris.-.to Lord Salisbury, referring to ru 
mors of the massacre of the Mnrchnnd 
expedition, and expressing the anibassa 
dor's satisfaction that he has been allow- 
ed to acquaint M. Hanotaux (French 
foreign minister of thai flay) with Lord 
Salisbury's view that, if other questions 
are adjusted. Great Britain will make 
no difficulty regarding the French claim 
on the northern and eastern shores of 
Lake Tschnd. The dispatch shows, how- 
over, that the ambassador made it clear 
that this concession must not be under- 
stood us admitting the right cf any 
European power except Groat Britain 
to occupy any part of the Nile valley. 

M. Hanotaux replied on December 2-1 
in a Ions dispatch of respectful protest 
against Lord Salisbury's view. 

On August 2 of this year Lord Salis- 
bury wrote Lord Cromer. British diplo- 
matic agent at Cairo, giving him instruc- 
tions that, after the capture of Khar 
toum, two flotillas should 'ascend to 
Fashoda and go up the Blue Nile as far 
as it should prove navigable for steam 
ers. Under these instructions the Sirdar 
was personally to command the Fnshodfl 
tlolilht, and to take a few troops, if he 
should consider it desirable, the object 
being to assert Great Britain's sphere 
of influence in the Nile Valley. 

On September 7 Sir Edmund Monson 
reported to Lord Salisbury a conversa 
lion in which M. Delcassc, French for 
eign minister, announced that Mnrchnnd 
had no authority to decide on question 
of right, and had been instructed to ah 
slain from any action likely to lend to 
local conflict. M. Deleasse further 
pressed a conviction that the matter 
was susceptible of arrangement by means 
of discussion. 

To (his Lord Salisbury replied on Sop 
(ember that Great Britain regarded 
(he operations of the Sirdar (Gen 
Kitchener) as placing all the territorie: 
of the Khalifa Abdullah, by right o 1 
conquest, in the hands of the British and 
Egyptian governments, and insisted that 
this contention admitted of no discus- 
sion. 

Then followed various-jlospatclips re- 
cording the discussion between Sir Ed- 
mund Monson nnd M. Deleasse. the lat- 
ter explaining that Marchand was now 
virtually a lieutenant to the Liotard ex- 
pedition, and that, therefore, the situa- 
tion nt Fashoda. even if Marchand was 
there, could not be dangerous as Sir Ed- 
mund Monson had represented. 

On September 25, still followtug the 
blue book, the Sirdar reported the results 
of ins expeditions to Fashoda. fully con- 
firming the announcements already cab- 
led to the Associated Press. Including 
the fact that Gen. Kitchener's arrival 
to-evented a second dervish attack on 
Marchand. The French officer informed 
the Sirdar that be had concluded a 
treaty, which he had sent to France for 
ratification, whereby (he Shilloek chiefs 
had placed the country under French 
protection. Marchand replied in the neg- 
ative to G-en. Kitchener's question 
whether he was prepared to resist the 
hoisting of the English flag, but be main- 
tained that he had orders from t hi' 
French government to occupy Fashoda. 

On (he departure of the British forces 
Gen. Kitchener notified Maj. Marchand 
in writing that all transportation of war 
materia] on the Nile was absolutely pro 
hibited. The Sirdar's despatch concludes 
as follows: 

"The chief Shilloeks came to our camp 
ami positively denied that they had eon 
eluded nnv treaty with Marchand, while 
all the Shilloeks declared their allegi- 
ance to the British government. More- 
over. Marchand was in such a precarious 
position that nothing could have pre- 
vented his annihilation by the dervishes 
had we boon a fortnight later in crush- 
ing the Khalifa." 

Other despatches indicate that M. Del- 
easse declined Great Britain's request 
for the immediate recall of Maj. March- 
and and that Great Britain agreed to 
despatch a message for the French gov- 
ernment (o Marchand as a ni'itter of 
courtesy without accepting nnv responsi- 
bility for the results delay might entail 
and still maintaining (hat the matter ad- 
mitted of no compromise. 

In (he final despatch appearing in the 
blue book Lord Salisbury, under date of 
October .'!. instructs Sir Edmund Monson 
lo inform M. Deleasse that the bitter's 
message lo Maj. Marchand has been 
sent, lint that Great. Britain views the 
Marchand mission as having no politi- 
cal significance whatever.

VICTOKIA'S FINANCES. 

Sir: Our gullant Colonel Prior's 
scheme to improve Victoria should meet 
with the hearty support of all men of 
business, but more especially the board 
o£ trade. This intelligent body of busi- 
ness men have lately proved beyond the 
shudow of a doubt that in some eases 
they allow people to truly say that they 
are more ornamental than useful. The 
reasons why Victoria is behind the times 
are many. And, sir, with your permis- 
sion, I will endeavor to point out some 
of them: Twelve years ago last June 
there was one house in Vancouver, that 
town being wiped out by lire; so people 
came to Victoria, liked the climate, 
scenery, etc., and stayed here. About 
twelve months afterwards the C.lMt.

the thousands. Some had money and 
bought property, making their homes 
here. The Cassiar miners also came to 
Victoria nbout that time with well filled 
sacks of gold dust, The city boomed, 
iiiveryone Had plenty of money, and 
lots of work on buildings, roads, streets, 
bridges, parks, water works, etc. Dur- 
ing the building boom in this city houses 
were build in out of the way places, 
and the city council petitioned to make 
roads and sidewalks to them, and now 
the taxpayers have to keep those roads 
and sidewalks in repair, which should 
never have been made. At length the 
building boom got played out, the rate- 
payers telling the mayor they would not 
grant another dollar for any public 
works. From that time to this Victoria 
has been gradually going down. It is 
jny linn conviction that there is only 
one way by which our fair city can 
hold It own, namely, by productive la- 
bor and encouraging all kinds of new- 
industries. The crowds of workingmen 
who were here at the time of the boom 
would have remained had there been 
any kind of work to g»tj but the? have

'"'Victoria is an ideal city of homes 
so far iib it goes; but it takes other 
things besides timber, mountains, scen- 
ery, balmy air and moonshine to keep 
the pot boiling and keep the wolf from 
the door.

Frier's convention the necessity to 
create ns soon as possible some perma- 
nent works that will give employment 
to the men, boys and girls of Victoria.

Working men and their pur 
roll are the foundations to every pros- 
perous town, and the distant public 
must forget the smallpox scare and also 
the bridge accident before they make 
this a permanent city of homes.

The same paper follows up the story 
on the 13tll as follows: 

Colonel Turner's interview on the 
status of the Le Uoi deal wired from 
Boss! and and published in the Spokes- 
maii-Keview yesterday created no small 
sensation in local Be Koi circles. The 
members of the Turner faction in the 
city would not discuss the matter, in fact 
some of them were of the opinion that 
the colonel had talked not wisely but 
too much and that the effect would not 
be beneficial. 

There arc well posted men in the city 
who fully believe that Loudon syndi- 
cates opposed to the Whittaker Wright 
interests are again seeking to gain con- 
trol of the minority stock of Le Boi. At 
first thought the reason for such persons 
wanting to secure control of the min- 
i rity or the company involved in litiga- 
tion as is the Le Boi is not apparent. 
A reporter sought for enlightenment on 
that point yesterday and obtained it 
from one of the small stockholders of 
the Turner faction. 

"You see," he began, as he leaned 
ncross the table conhtlentially, "the 
'Whittaker Wright group,* as our Eng- 
lish cousins in London designate the 
London & Globe Corporation and the 
B. A, C is not a prime favorite over 
there. Mr, Wright, like every success- 
ful man, has hitter enemies. If the 
market can be manipulated to his dis- 
advantage his enemies will not hesitate 
to put up thousands of good gold to ac- 
complish it. The B. A. C. shares are 
low, quoting at about 1G-0 to 17-0. Their 
rise depends upon the securing of the 
Le ltoi mine as a whole and not simply 
the majority stock with a Washington 
state injunction tied to it. The mar- 
ket is stagnant, waiting for the outcome 
of the present negotiations. The high 
officials of the corporation have been 
put to serious straits to explain to the 
anxious public why the Le Boi has not 
been acquired. No doubt you have 
noticed the speech which Lord Dufferin 
made to the stockholders of the London 
& (J lobe the other day, in which he 
made sonic? queer assertions regarding 
the Le Boi transactions. 

"Well, all this goes to show that the 
B. A. C. future depends much ii]>on the 
Le Boi. Governor Mackintosh sin's this 
and he believes the corporation had 
the opportunity of its life when it was 
offered the shares at $8.\W/i last week. 
But the Loudon crowd became dissatis- 
fied for some reason not made plain at 
this end, ami the word came back that 
the options would not be taken up and 
that all deals would be declared off un- 
til Whittaker Wright arrives in Spokane 
about November 10. That kind of mon- 
keying was calculated to make us happy 
and so when other London people want- 
ed an option on the stock it was freely 
»;vorj at S^S.oO per share." 
" "Who has the option?'' 

"I'll not tell you that. Suffice it to 
say that it Is no friend of the Wright 
interests. As 1 understand the scheme 
the purchasers will take the stock for 
the purpose of bearing the London mar- 
ket. The B. A. C. stock depends on 
the Le lloi. Let f.e Rol go off a few 
points nnd B. A. C. goes tumbling nt 
a fearful rate. You see therefore that 
the purchasers may run B. A, G. down 
until it is in a punieuy condition and 
may buy it at their own figures, practi- 
cally. Then the Lc Boi stock may be 
turned over to tile B. A. C. and the 
stock of the hitter will go soaring to the 
imeuse profit of the manipulators. It 
is a game which requires considerable 
ready cash, but the cash is forthcoming, 
and I am persuaded that the deal will 
go through. The conditions in London 
are such that, the B. A. C. stock amy 
be readily manipulated as I have out- 
lined." 

LOUP DUFFERIN'S SPEECH. 

The speech which Lord Dufferin made 
to the shareholders of the London & 
Globe, referred to in the interview, con- 
tains the following concerning the hold- 
ings of that corporation which is the 
copartner of the B. A. C, in British 
Columbia properties: 

"1 may now refer briefly to our in- 
terests in British Amerlcn. As you are 
aware, we have a very large interest 
in the British America Corporation. It 
was announced in the prospectus of that 
company that we would co-operate with 
them, and, as a matter of fact, we have 
taken a joint and equal Interest in the 
EllSt nnd West Le Uoi and Columbia - 
Kootenny groups, as well as in the Le 
Boi itself. This co-partenership is mu- 
tually advantageous, as the British Am- 
erica Corporation could not handle them 
all alone. Great good fortune has fol- 
lowed us here, nnd these groups have 
developed in a very promising manner. 
Numerous cables front the resident di- 
rector nnd the chief engineer announc- 
ing one rich strike after another in the 
groups, and the discovery of reefs as 



much as 35 feet wide, have been recen 
ed, and the latest of them says: 

" 'On the present appearance ami pro! 
pects of development work we will have 
four Le Bois.'

The British America 
Corporation and ourselves consequently 
now control about 400,000 out of a total 
of 500,000 shares (applause), and some 
three-fourths of these arc already ac- 
tually paid for. 

"We expect to acquire other shares 
shortly, and our chief engineer, .Mr. 
Carlyle, is already in possession of the 
property and is actively developing same 
on a large scale. We are advised that 
the Le Boi mine has greatly increased 
in value in the hands of our engineer 
since the original contract for purchase 
was made. These are the facts as 
to this great mine, the Le Boi, and 1 
am quite satisfied that the shareholders 
of both the London & Globe Company 
anil the British America Corporation 
may safely leave them to be dealt with 
I iv the directors of those companies.' 
SMELTElt AT SAYWABD. 
Waneta, B. C, Oct. 10.— Last week 
James Breen and II. C. Bellinger, of 
the Northport smelter, were at Say- 
ward, four miles above this place, look- 
ing over the location in the interests of 
the British America Corporation of 
Itosslund, which is said to contemplate 
the erection of a smelter there. But 
little interest was taken in the visit 
at the time by the people here, but now 
the rumor that the smelter is to be 
built forthwith Is confirmed in a mea- 
sure by the presence here to-day of Gen- 
eral C. S. Warren, of Spokane, and 11.

One of the last big parties who will 
come from the Yukon valley this fall 
reached here yesterday on the steamer 
Danube. There were over 100 passen- 
gers on the Danube, half of whom are 
out from Dawson, the others beings 
picked up at the various ports between 
Skagway and Victoria, because the ves- 
sel called at all the Alaska and British 
Columbia ports. The Danube brought 
from the British Columbia ports LS.OOO 
cases of salmon, while her chief cargo 
from Skagway was gold dust brought 
out by the fortunate miners and traders^ 
Purser Bishop estimates that there was 
a quarter of a million dollars on board 
In dust and drafts, pretty well divided 
among fifty men. Mr. William Munsie, 
of this city, who took in a stock of pro- 
visions and has secured several claims, 
was among the returning party and Mr. 
M. Hamburger, another Victoria trader, 
also returned. Of the miners Dr. Bon- 
ner, of Ontario, and his partner, Charles 
Miller brought out about .*. r i0,000 and 
S. C Lawton about half that much. 
The other sacks ran nil the way from 
$20,000 to a few hundred dollars. The 
Klondikers had travelled from Dawson 
to White Horse on the steamer Doni- 
ville, taking fourteen days to make the 
trip. She is the deepest draught vessel 
that has made the trip and being with- 
out a pilot most of the distance, was 
frequently in trouble. The steamer 
Willie Irving was due to arrive at White 
Horse two days later than the Domville 
and it was the general opinion that she 
would be the last boat to get up this 
fall, although the Flora, had gone down 
with the intention of attempting another 
trip. The weather had turned quite 
cold at White Horse and snow was fall- 
ing. 

The Victoria-Yukon Company are 
getting ready to close down their mill at 
Bennett and a number of the men and 
horses came down on the Danube to 
winter here. 

There was also quite a party from At- 
1 i n lake, including Mrs. Jonathan Merri- 
lield, of this city, who went in to the 
new diggings with another woman as n 
companion and secured claims. 

At Wrangel a number of men who 
came down the Stikine on rafts and 
small boats hoarded the steamer. Snow 
has fallen on the summitt between (Jlen- 
ora and Teslin, and the miners encamped 
on the upper Stikine are getting ready to 
take their outfits over on the snow. 

The Danube had considerable bad 
weather on the t rip, heavy rains and 
gales prevailing. On Friday she left 
the tug Czar with the snngboat Samson 
in tow in Lowe inlet. The Czar is tow- 
ing the Samson from the Stikine to the 
Fraser river. Spratt's Ark is still at 
Port Simpson and nothing could be seen 
of the wreck of the Boscowitz. It 
thought that she slipped off the rocks 
into deep water.
